A split home loan occurs

o condotto ricerche in 
Africa ed in Sudafrica in 
particolare, una terra 
ufologicamente vergi- 
ne, ove i dischi volanti sono stati 
segnalati senza creare il folklore 
generato in America dai giornali. In 
Sudafrica non si parla quasi mai di 
UFO, non esistono pubblicazioni 
locali e i pochi libri in lingua ingle- 
se che arrivano dall'estero ben dif- 
ficilmente trattano la materia. Per- 
sonaggi come Budd Hopkins o 
Whitley Strieber (celebri esperti di 
rapimenti UFO) in Africa sono dei 
perfetti sconosciuti. 
E questo perché la popolazione 
di colore, che vive in condizioni di 
estrema miseria, ha ben altro a cui 
pensare. In più, in Africa solo i ric- 
chi hanno la televisione, e l'ascolto 
è limitatissimo (nello Zimbabwe, 
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ad esempio, a soli 8 milioni di per- 
sone). E la scelta dei programmi 
cade molto spesso sul Mavengwe- 
vengwe (musica locale) o sul Maka- 
doka (situation comedies); di rado 


su Star Trek e Visitors. L'ascolto è 
limitato alle città e non alle aree 
rurali. Le radio, poi, trasmettono 
musica pop e vernacolare. | pro- 
grammi in lingua inglese, inclusi 
quelli scientifici, vengono snobbati 
dalla popolazione nera, che prefe- 
risce i programmi nel proprio dia- 
letto. Tutto ciò dimostra che una 
contaminazione libraria o da mass 
media circa gli UFO non è stata 
possibile. Naturalmente nelle reli- 
gioni locali esistono molti spiriti; 
pure per l'africano, che spesso non 
è andato mai oltre il proprio cam- 
po o il proprio laghetto, il concetto 
di ‘spazio esterno' è qualcosa di 
difficile comprensione. E la vita 
nello spazio? “Solo Dio può cammi- 
nare sulla Luna", vi rispondono... 
per questo che ritengo che lo stu- 
dio del fenomeno UFO, in una terra
